It is wise to consult tbis office as early as possible so tbat we can properly guide you 
in tbe correct financing and complete budgeting of tbe money tbat is necessary for 
building.

Hilly 
localities should bave a low set bouse with a background of high trees, while a two 
story bouse will look well on low ground. 

Garages are being attached to many bouses to allow more freedom in planting tbe 
back yard and give more privacy to your garden. 

Interior finishes are now designed with more attention to style by cabinet makers and 
a low base and narrow trim will make your rooms look larger. You will find our fireplace 
designs in good proportion and well finished. 

All fireplaces should bave dampers and ash pits. Our details will help you build a 
chimney tbat will bave good draft and control. 

Flashing around chimneys, gutters and roofs should bave a great deal of attention 
to insure against leaks. Flashings should be generously turned into masonry walls. 

Consult our paint department in reference to color schemes for expert advice on tbis 
subject as correct coloring can go far to improve tbe appearance of your bouse. 

Arrangements can be made for checking your plans with the local building aulbori- 
ties. Your building should be fully covered with fire insurance and your contractor 
should protect you with Workman’s Compensation Insurance.
